We find that the notice of contest servéd by the contéstant 
raises but one question to be decided by the, Council, and that 
is, “Are the votes cast upon the Fort Hall Indian Reservation 
at the election held November 5th, 1878, void?” And that 


ars 
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the other grounds stated in the notice of the contestant are too 
vaguely and indefinitely stated to be considered. 

We find that the Fort Hall Indian Reservation was set 
apart and dedi¢ated to the uses of certain Indian tribes after 
the organization of Idaho Territory. 

That prior to such dedication and reservation by order of 
the Executive, the country comprised, within said reservation 
had: been. eecupied, and at the time of the issuance of said Exec- 
utive order, was occupied by gitizens of Idaho Territory. 

That ever since with the knowledge and consent of both 
the Government and the Indians such occupancy has continued. 

That the loca} authorities of Oneida county have always 
exercised jurisdiction over the territory included in said reser- 
yation, ` 

That the Supreme Court of Idaho Territory have decided 
that the jurisdiction of the Territorial Courts extends over said 
reservation. 

That the Territory once having had jurisdiction over that 
portion of country covered by and ineluded in said reservation, 
such jurisdiction can only be done away with by act of Con- 
gress or treaty, which does not appear to have been done. 

That said reservation does not come within the provisions 
of Section 1839 of the Revised Statutes of the United States 
excluding. Indian reservations fram the jurisdiction of the Ter- 
ritory in certain cases and under certain contingencies, because 
there is no provision in any treaty excepting said reservation 
out of the Territory of Idaho, as provided by said Section 1839. 

That the Territorial authorities, both legislative and judi- 
cial, and the local authorities also, having claimed and exer- 
cised jurisdiction over the country included in the reservation 
ever since the organization of the Territory, we do not feel 
authorized to.disfranchise a large number of citizens of Idaho 
Territory as requested. by the contestant. 

Therefore it is the opinion of the majority of your com-

Mr. President: 


The undersigned, a member of the Committee on Elec- 
tions, to which committee was referred the question as to who

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was legally elected a member of this body, and entitled to a 
seat as a member of the Council from Oneida county, in this 
the Tenth Session of the Legislative Assembly of Idaho Terri- 
tory, respectfully dissents from the report of the majority of said 
committee, and begs leave to submit herewith his grounds and 
objections thereto. 

ist—The committee by a majority vote decided that no 
evidence should be received of fraudulent votes cast at any pre- 
cinct in Oneida county. The contestant offered to prove, by 
the testimony of witnesses certified to by an officer authorized 
to administer oaths and take testimony, that in Raft river pre- 
cinet, in Oneida county, the judges and clerks of election were 
not sworn, and that only thirteen votes were cast at said pre- 
cinct, and that only fourteen persons were there on that day. 
Whereas the returns canvassed and counted by the board of 
county commissioners of said county, showed seventy-one votes 
cast at said precinct, and every one of said votes for J. N. High, 
and none for Wm. Clemens. The majority of your said com- 
mittee refused to receive any evidence of such frauds, and re- 
fused to receive any evidence whatever of any frauds perpetra- 
ted at any precinct in said county, or as to false and forged 
returns of such election. The undersigned, as a member of 
said committee, insists that any and all legal evidence going to 
show who was legally elected a member of this House from 
Oneida county, should be received, and that if any frauds, per- 
juries or forgeries were committed affecting the question re- 
ferred to your committee, evidence thereof should be received 
by said committee and by this Council; but the committee, 
by a majority vote, has refused to receive or accept any evi- 
dence whatever upon the question submitted to them, except 
such evidence as relates to the existence of the Fort Hall Indian 
reservation, and as td whether the two election precincts of 
Marsh valley and Ross Fork are included within the limits of 
such reservation. Notwithstanding the ruling of the com- 
mittee refusing to hear any evidence whatever of frauds, for- 
geries and perjuries committed, or charged to have been com- 
mitted, the evidence shows conclusively that the Fort Hall 
Indian reservation has been established by the general Govern- 
ment, and that the votes cast at Marsh valley and Ross Fork 
precincts were cast on said reservation; that the clerk of the 
board of county commissioners of Oneida county refused to 
furnish copies of documents on file in his office, of which he is 
the legal custodian, which relates to said election, notwithstand- 
ing his fees therefor were tendered, and that one B. F. White 
was in possession of papers that properly belonged to said 
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office, which were retained by him, and by collusion between 
him and said clerk (Thews) were concealed, and an inspection 
thereof denied and refused by them to the contestant. There 
being no statutes of this Territory or of Congress regulating such 
contests or prescribing the notice to be.given by a contestant, the 
ungdersigned is of the opinion that the committee should have 
received and considered any and all contpetent evidence relating 
to the question as to who in fact had the majority of the legal 
votes cast in Oneida county for member of this honorable bedy. 
The committee refused to receive evidence of fraudulent votes 
cast on the ground that it was not covered by contestant’s notite ; 
but as such notice is not required by law, and the evidence offered 
was not in contravention of any thing in this notice served, and 
was not relevant to the question as to-who in fact received the ma- 
jority of legal votes cast at said election, the undersigned dissents _ 
from the ruling of the majority of your committee, and thinks 
such evidence should have been admitted and considered: 

The contestee admits that all the votes cast at Marsh val- 
ley and Ross Fork precincts were cast at precincts embraced 
within the section of country called the Fort Hall Indian reser- 
vation, and within the boundaries of said reservation as laid . 
down on the map issued by the commissioner of the general 
land office, and the United States Statutes at Large, and execu- 
tive documents and reports issued and published by the general 
government, including the reports of the Secretary of the In- 
terior, Commissioner of the general land office and Superinten- 
dent of Indian affairs, and Indian agents, establish conclusively 
the existence of the Fort Hall Indian reservation; that it has 
been so recognized as à reservation by the Indians as well as 
by the government; that appropriations have-been made for 
the past ten years by Congress for such reservation; and to 
carry out the obligations of the treaty under which said reser- 
vation Was set apart and established; that the contestée him- 
self acknowledges that he at one time filled the position of 
Indian agent at sich reservation and attempted to earry out the 
provisions of the treaty, including settlement and tréspats by 
whites upon suéh reservation, and that notwithstanding the 
provisions of said treaty have not been respected. and observed. 
by others, said treaty has not been abrogated, and is‘still in full 
force and effect; that under the law no vote cast on an Indian 
reservation can be counted, such votes being invalid. 

An examination of the election returns shows that in 
Oneida county J. N. High received 637 votes altogether; that 
Wm. Clemens received 510 votes altogether; that at Marsh 
valley precinct on said Indian reservation, said J. N. High 
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received 66 votes and Wm. Clemens received 88 votes; that 
at Ross Fork precinct, on said Indian reservation, said J. N. 
High received 167 votes, and said Wm. Clemens none. That 
ignoring the question of fraudulent votes and discarding and 
rejecting the votes cast at said precincts on said reservation, 
Wm. Clemens has 422 legal votes in Oneida county for member 
of this Council, and J. N. High has 404 legal votes.

All warrants issued 
from his office on the general and prison fynds for 1877 and 
1878 examined, computed and full authority exhibited for every 
allowance made and warrant issued.

These persons are denominated as “assistants” to the vari- 
ous offices provided by law for the service of the two Houses, 
excepting one who is denominated “Door-Keeper.” The 
Council appointed its “assistants,” -as appears, on the 27th of 
January, the House subsequent to February 4th, the date of its 
organization, I am not aware, nor is it necessary to Inquire 
what amount of service these persons have rendered, respect=~ 
ively, nor how the amounts of compensation named in the bill, 
were made up. ae 
This Bill in its origin, in itë prompt passage, and the man- 
ner in which it comes to me, in advance of so many others of 
grave importance, seems to present itself as a leading measure 
of the present session, § Forewarned of a very vigorous effort 
° to induce its passage notwithstanding all objections, I take the 
liberty of repeating much that has already been brought to the 
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notice of both Houses, to the end that the people who are to 
judge us may be well advised of the matter. 

To make the issue so plain that it cannot be misunder- 
stood or unwittingly evaded, I state: 

That there are, in law, no such officers or places as are 
named inthis Bill; and that the Legislature is, in direct 
terms, forbidden to create obligations to the incumbents of such 
to be paid by the United States or the Territory. 

The late law of June 19th, 1878, chap. 329, page 1938, pro- 
vides the officers which the Houses may have, and their com- 
pensation, and that “no greater number of officers or charges 
per diem shall be allowed by the United States to any Ter- 
ritory. 

‘Bec. 1855, U. S. Revised Statutes, provides that “no law of 
any Territorial Legislature shall be made or enforced by which 
the Governor or Secretary of a Territory, or the members or 
officers of any Territorivl Legislature, are paid any compensa- 
tion other than that provided by the laws of the Uniited States.” 

Sec. 1888 provides that no Legislative Assembly of a Ter- 
ritory shall, in any instance, or under any pretext, exceed the 
amount appropriated by Congress for its annual expenses.” 

Reference is made to my message on page 41 of Council 
Journal, Ninth Session, returning on approval, a bill com- 
ing under this prohibition. That opinion was forwarded, 
and an official interpretation of the law solicited, upon the fol- 
lowing inquiries: 

ist. “May the Territorial Legislature, after appointing 
the subordinate officers provided for Sec. 1861, Rev. Statutes 
U. S., appoint additional officers and pay them out of the Ter- 
ritorial Treasury?” _ l 

2d. “Do Sections 1855 and 1888, Rev. Statutes, forbid 
such appointment and compensation?” . 

The reply of the Hon. Charles T. Gorham, Acting Secre- 
tary of the Interior, which has been furnished to each House at 
your present session, directly declares the incompetency of the 
General Assembly of a Territory to do this thing. He says 
that Sec. 1888 “expressly prohibits the creation of officers such 
as were contemplated in the concurrent resolution above re- 
ferred to, [for appointing journal clerks] the incumbents of 
which were to be paid for their services owt of the Territorial 
Treasury.” 

The rights of sovereignty, such as in States, do not exist 
in Territories. 

The laws of Congress must prevail. | Ours, when in con- 
flict with them, are void. The language of Mr. Justice Bore- 
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man, of the Supreme Court of Utah, in a very recent case, is 
exceedingly appropriate here: “The Legislature can have no 
power to do that which the laws of Congress say the Legisla- 
ture shall not do. There might be sometimes a disagree- 
ment as to what the Legislature might do, when the matter 
was not by law of Congress forbidden; but there can be no 
possible disagreement when the power is in express words de- 
nied to the Legislature. ' The law of Congress is our consti- 
tution in the matter.” 

In that case, he adds, “This is in effect a constitutional 
prohibition upon the Legislatures” and “The evident intention 
was to evade or ignore the law of Congress.” Is it best that 
the General Assembly of Idaho—the Governor assenting—go 
upon the record in imitation of so bad an example? or it 
is too plain for cavil, undeniable, and known of all, that this 
bill is in Violation of the laws we have sworn to obey, and to 
see faithfully executed. If we are prepared and intend to 
cut loose from the restraints of law, let us come up to the work 
bravely, and declare that that is just what we mean—nothing 
less. | 

In a special communication, which I hastened to lay before 
both Houses immediately upon their organization, I took occa- 
sion to protest against the act of Congress in reducing the num- 
bers of your subordinate officers, and the reduction of your and 
their compensation; and to urge a memorial for a restoration 
of.the provisions of the old law. In communications to mem- 
bers of Congress I have urged attention to the subject. Very 
recent letters from Washington give encouragement that one of 
the appropriation bills will contain an amendment covering the 
case aiid suspending, for your present session, thé operation of 
the latest law. We all understand the embarrassment Which 
must fall upon the closing days of a session with your dimin- 
ished clerical force. It is expected that Congress will rem- 
edy the evil before its adjournment. If not, the evil must bé 
borne. : 

The proviso of the bill is that, should Congress, before the 
close of your session, make appropriation for these persons, the | 
Territorial Treasurer shall not pay the warrants which its first 
section requires the Comptroller to issue, and that should Con- 
gress appropriate after the adjournment, tæt money should be 
payable into the Territorial Treasury. 

The danger of issuing warrants contingent upon the future 
action of Congress is sufficiently illustrated in our former expe- 
rience. At the Eighth Session a law was inconsiderately 
passed making an appropriation to payin part for printing 
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the “Code,” but providing that should Congress appropriate 
sufficient for the purpose, “no part of the sum hereby appro- 
riated shall be drawn, and no warrant shall issue therefor,” 

y reference to the report of a very able and careful joint com: 
mittee, found on page sixty-seven of the printed Council Jour: 
nal for 1866-7, it will be found that twelve days before Congresg 
had acted on the subject, a warrant for $1400 was issued. The 
comments of that committee on that matter may be profitably 
read in connection with your review of this bill. i 

Furthermore, congressional appropriations for legislative 
expenses go into the hands of the Territorial Secretary, and are 

aid by him directly to the persons entitled to receive them; 
In performing this service he is: governed by Section 1866 of 
the U. S. Revised Statutes, which says that “no act, resolution, 
or order, of the Legislature of any Territory, directing the ex- 
penditures of the sum, shall be deemed a sufticient authority 
for such disbursement.” 

To be brief, this General Assembly has no more - power 
pver the expenditures of money appropriated by Congress for 
disbursement by the Secretary, than over the disbursements of 
a paymaster in the army, 

- The gratification which springs from making generous 
presents, and paying very liberally for very slight service, loses 
much of its value when we give that which does not belong to 
us. It is well to think of the people who pay this money. 
The poor man, in the most distant corner of Idaho, who lives 
scantily--whose children go unshod—who labors and saves 
from his little earnings, bears an additional and unnecessary 
burden, when the money for the support of his government 


~ goes to improper uses, Tt is quite safe and wise to think of 
them.

Council shall make a motion to reconsider the vote, or shall 
give notice ef intention to do so, by which the Council passed 
said bill, or other papers, in which case the Chief Clerk shall 
not transmit said bill, or other papers, until the motion ta re- 
consider has been put, and on the concurrenee in any bill or 
other papers of the House of Representatives by the Couneil, 
or on the concurrence or disagreement in any vote of the House, 
it shall also be the duty of the Chief Clerk to notify the House 
thereof. . 

46. Memorials to Congress, to the President of the 
United States, or to the head of either of the Departments, 
shall be considered in Committee of the Whole before being 
adopted. 

47. It shall be competent for any member, when a question 
is being taken, to call for the ayes and nays, which shall be in= 


- serted in the journal, A call for the ayes and nays cannot be 
_ interrupted in any manner. ‘whatever, except by a motion to 


adjourn. 
48. Committees shall not absent themselves from the 
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Council by reason of their appointment, without special leave 
for that purpose be first obtained. o 
\ 49. It shall be in order’ for the Standing Committees to 


`- report enrolled bills and resolutions at any time.

50. The subordinate officers provided for by the Organic 


“Act shall be elected, and hold their term of office during the 


pleasure of the Council. The Chiet Clerk shall keep a cor- 
rect journal of the daily proceedings of the Council, and shall 
perform such.other duties as shall be assigned him as Chief 
Clerk; he shall permit no journals, records, accounts or papers, 
to be taken from the table or out of bis custody, other than in. 
the regular mode of business, and if any papers in his charge 
shall be missing, he shall report the fact to the President, that 
inquiry may be made; he shall superintend the recording of 
the journal of proceedings; the engrossing, enrolling, tran- 
scribing, and copying of bills and resolutions, and generally: 
perform the duties of Chief Olerk under the direction of the 

resident. ' These officers shall severally take an oath truly 
and faithfully to discharge their respectiye duties of office. 

51. The proceedings of the Council on executive business 
shall be kept in a separate book of records, to be provided by 
the Chief Clerk of the Council, and published with the proceed- 
ings of the Council. E 

52. The rules of parliamentary practice, comprised in 
Jefierson’s Manual, shall govern the Council in all cases to 
which they are applicable, and in which they are not inconsist- 
ent with these rules and the orders of the Council and House - 
of Representatives. 


53. The President is authorized to administer all oaths 
prescribed by the foregoing: rules. 

54. The standing hour for the daily meeting of the Coun- 
cil shall be eleven o’clock in the morning, unless the Council 
direct otherwise. 


55. The Governor, Secretary of the Territory, Judges of 
the Supreme Court, Delegates to Congress, Members of Con- 
gress, of State Legislatures, and of the House of Representa-_ 
tives, and ladies, may be admitted to seats within the bar of 
the Council. + ` 

56. No standing ‘rule or . order of the Council shall be 
rescinded or changed without one day’s notice being given of 
the motion thereof; nor shall any rule be rescinded, changed 
qr suspended, except by a vote of at least two-thirds of the 
mem bers present, 

57. In taking the vote upon the final passage of all bills, < 
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joint or other resolution, the yeas and nays shall be called by 


the Chief Clerk, and recorded upon thé journal. 


~~ 58. In all cases of election by the Goiincil of its officers, 


the vote shall be taken viva voce.
